Dear Mr. Dulles: 

Thank you for your letter of February 18th relative to 
titanium in Russia. 

I appreciate your offer to keep me informed as new 
information becomes available. As I am gathering this material 
for a report I want only such information as is unclassified, and, 
in fact, I do not see why any information on titanium metal production 
in Russia should be classified. Considering our own limited pro- 
duction and use, it seems to me the American people should know 
if Russian production and use is greater than ours. There should 
be some way of reasonably confirming or disproving the report you 
mention that Russian production of titanium metal amounts to
